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K.U. Welcomes the Musicians to Its Campus 





HE UNIVERSITY 
of Kansas welcomes 
the Mid-Western Band 
Festival to its campus, 
for its second year, 
and hopes that in the 
intervals between the 
more serious business of 
the festival, the visitors 
may find time to see 
some of the interesting 
things about the Uni- 
versity campus. 

For rest and recrea- 
tion the visitors will 
want to visit the Me- 
morial Union, on the 
northeast corner of the campus. On the 
main floor are rooms for social gatherings, 
while on the floor below is the University 
cafeteria. The Union fountain is down 
still another flight of stairs. 

Dyche Museum of natural history is still 
closed for remodeling of the building, but 
across the street is the Spooner-Thayer 
Museum of Art, housing a vast collection 
of art objects from all parts of the world. 
In its showcases may be found jade, and 
silks, and glass; colonial clocks; coins, and 
fine old books. On the way to the art 
galleries on the second floor, the visitor 
may see on the stairway the Union Army 
uniform of General Fraser, the Univer- 
sity’s first chancellor. 

The Classical museum in the south cor- 
ridor, second floor, of Fraser hall, the

double-towered building on the eastern 
campus, contains examples of Greek and 
Roman art, both in statuary and in the 
smaller articles in gold, silver, and brass. 

The corridors and many of the rooms 
of the top floor of Administration, op- 
posite the Auditorium are filled with 
examples of work of the departments 
of drawing and painting, and of design. 

A beautiful view of part of the Kaw 
valley may be had from the promentory 
just north of the Administration Build- 
ing. In the foreground is the Kansas 
Memorial Stadium, scene of football 
games, the annual High School Track 
and Field meet, and of the Kansas Re- 
lays. Within a month the seniors will 
form on this promentory to march to 
the Stadium for Bacca- 
laureate and for Com- 
mencement exercises. 
Beauty is given the ser- 
vices by lights in build- 
ings as daylight fades. 

Each fall, all new stu- 
dents gather in the Sta- 
dium to hear of the 
founding of the Uni- 
versity, to see a runner 
bring a torch from the 
site of the original 
building to an altar be- 
fore the great seal of 
the University, and to 
take together a modi- 
fied form of the old 
Athenian oath of civic 
loyalty.

Kansas. In these few years there have been more 
graduates from the University of 
Kansas than in the 50 years pre- 
ceding that. The number of grad- 
uates now exceeds 18,000, and the 
number of degrees and diplomas 
exceeds 20,000. 

The physical plant of the Uni- 
versity has almost doubled, in- 
cluded in the new buildings being 
the fine auditorium in which the 
Band Festival is held, new Snow 
Hall, opposite the Auditorium; 
the library pictured on this page; 
women’s dormitory, the heating 
plant, student hospital, and the 
whole new plant of the Univer- 
sity of Kansas Hospital at Kansas 
City, Kansas. 

Chancellor Lindley was instru- 
mental in establishment of Col- 
lege Student Employment Projects, now under 
the National Youth Administration, and is a 
member of President Roosevelt’s Advisory Com- 
mittee of Thirty under which the various projects 












for the assistance of youth, especially for college 
and high school youth, are being carried forward. 
More than 450 students the past year and a half 
have received such aid at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas and have com- 
pleted many worth-while pro- 
jects for the University. 

Cost of living at the University 
of Kansas varies much in accord- 
ance with the needs and purse of 
the students. One student, a few 
years ago, spent the winter housed 
ina Model T. His was an extreme 
case. Perhaps one-third the stu- 
dents are members of social fra- 
ternities, some more and some less 
expensive, and other students live 
in private homes, and still others 
find minimum expenses in co-op- 
erative housekeeping. University 
fees are not large, including an 
incidental fee, hospital fee, stu- 
dent activity fee that includes 
concert course, lecture course; dramatics, debate, 
all athletics except basketball. Student activities 
include an extensive intramural athletic program, 
and many departmental and honorary societies.
